will soon be offered the children of 
Covina grammar school, is a state- 
ment made this week by Miss Helen 
Hendricks, local school nurse.

be given an opportunity to have the 
treatment free of charge. Pre-school 
children, 'over one year of age, of 
Covina and surrounding territory 
will also be taken care of if brought 
to the school. Through the proper 
authorities financial arrangements 
have been made to give the children 
inside the city limits the same pro- 
tection and privilege of free treat- 
ment as the children in the county 
territory. Every child must have a 
signed consent slip from parent or 
guardian before receiving treatment, 
states Miss Hendricks. 


Dr. George Parish, health commis- 


sioner of Los Angeles, has made an 
interesting statement of diphtheria 
morbidity and mortality in that city 
since free immunization has been of- 
fered to all applicants. 
He attri- 


butes the reduced rates to the more 
general use of toxin-antitoxin. 
He 


says: 


"Surprising results are shown in 


the fight against diphtheria by the 
Los Angeles city health department. 
The number of diphtheria cases have 
been reduced from 30:29 in the fiscal 
year of 192-i to 1568 in 1926. This 
salutary work has followed the use 
of toxin-autitoxin in free adminis- 
tration to those who applied for it. 
This record shows a marked improve- 
ment iu the handling of a malady 
that has been claiming a heavy an-

State Farm for 


Game May Come 


to L8 A. County 


George B. Clarkaon of the stato 


iish and game commission, spent sev- 
eral days during the past week in- 
specting possible sites in the enst 
end of the county, with the establish- 
ment of a state game farm in view.

Many 
stock pools are to be created along 
all the streams of the south, and thi 
fish, will be fed and cared for througl 
a working agreement with associa- 
tions of sportsmen.

in the valley towns, and in order to 
get telephone intercommunication be- 
tween those towns the calls were 
sent through Los Angeles. This was 
possible if the system did not hap- 
pe7i to be out of order, which very 
frequently was the case. 


RANCHERS TAKE ACTION 


It was one of these conditions that 


confronted John O. Houser and P. 
T. Spencer on an occasion 
that 


brought about the formation of a 
local telephone company. Mr. Hou- 
ser, a rancher and business man, and 
Mr. Spencer, a representative of the 
Pacific Home Supply Company of 
Los Angeles, had tried in vain for 
hours to reach Azusa from Covina by 
telephone, and finally decided to 
make the journey in a horse and 
buggy as being the quicker method 
of communication. This was a com- 
mon condition at that time. 


This was in 11102, and out of this 


episode grew the suggestion, made 
by Mr. Spencer to Mr. Houser that 
a group of associates be formed and 
a local telephone company organized. 
The proposition appealed strongly to 
Dr. J. D. Reed, H. M. Houser "and 
C. E. Crawford, and on September 
4. 1902. together with J. O. Houser 
and P. T. Spencer, a board of five 
members was formed. This prelim- 
inary board had J. O. Houser as 
chairman and C. E. Crawford as sec- 
retary, and upon effecting a perma- 
nent organization Dr. Reed was made 
president, with Mr. Crawford sec- 
retary.

On March 3 of that 
year the 


company decided upon a flotation of 
a $50,000 bond issue, and in June 
the construction company was award- 
ed another contract to install lines 
to Azusa, Glendora and Charter Oak. 
It was on April 12, 1904, that the 
company decided to "look into" 
the matter of extending lines to sev- 
eral applicants in the Puente dis- 
trict. The company, having started 
with 72 telephones'in 1902, was now- 
confronted with a very considerable 
widening of the area. In Azusa the 
pioneer movement had been support- 
ed by W. J. Wade, W. W. Heth and 
other business men, and in Giendorn 
Dr. A. E. Englehardt, C. E. Need- 
ham, 
L. M. LaFetra and Dr. S. A. 


Ellis had been among the first to 
lend assistance and promote the pro- 
ject. 
In Puente the first ones to 


embrace the opportunity for better 
valley communication were L. L. Di- 
dier. pioneer 
rancher, 
George E. 


Cross, who at that time was manager 
and secretary for William Rowland, 
and Gratian Bidart, afterwards con- 
stable for Puente township. There 
is an illuminating story in connec- 
tions in the Puente district, told by 
J. O. Houser. Mr. Houser recalls it 
in this fashion: 


BUSINESS SPEEDED UP 


"For years I had been in the habit 


of driving down to the ranch of the 
elder Didier to buy winter's supply 
of hay. I made it a point to go early 
to be sure of a good supply, although 
the Didier ranch generally had sever- 
al barns piled with the summer crop, 
one of the biggest supplies in the 
valley. A few months after the Di- 
dier telephone had been installed, I 
made the usual trip and found that 
the ranch had been stripped of all 
the hay that was for sale. Mr. Di- 
dier pointed with some astonish- 
ment to the telephone instrument on 
the wall, and said: 'That's the thing 
that sold it. I have been sitting 
here taking orders until it is all 
gone.' Before that time Mr. Didier 
had been in the habit of driving all 
over the valley in order to market 
his annual hay crop. 
This simple 


story is typical of what happened 
all over the upper San Gabriel val- 
ley when the telephone 
became a 


part of the business life of the citi- 
zens."

AUTOMATIC STATIONS 


This operating force does not in- 


clude the Pacific and U. S. long dis- 
ance girls, who are installed in the 
ic-ntral station. 
The fourteen long 


Hstance girls handle an average of 
iOO complete calls per day, while the 
nuto-mauual girls complete 7,400 calls 
per day for Covina; 2,340 calls per 
day for Azusa; 2,480 for Glendora; 
1,120 for Puente; and 1,420 for Bald- 
win Park, or a total of 14,760 calls 
per day for the twenty-four hours, 
as of January, 1927. At the very 
height of the peak load, the rush 
hours being between nine and ten in 
the morning and five and six in the 
evening, all calls are handled by 
four girls, averaging better than 750 
completed calls per hour for each 
girl. The manual system was push- 
ed hard to handle 300 calls per hour 
per operator. 


STEADY ADVANCEMENT 


The company for years was deeply 


indebted to Anton P. Kerckhoff for 
his wise business 'counsel on 
the 


board of directors. 
Ho became a 


member in September, 1904, and was 
on the board until his death. Mr. 
Kerckhoff, 
like 
his 
fellow mem- 


bers, was a large citrus grower, and 
had devoted many years to a partic- 
ipation in the direction of packing 
companies, and iu unselfish work for 
the benefit of the valley.

SERVES LARGE AREA 


The telephone company has th 


exclusive field of the upper San Ga 
briel valley for a distance rf sixteei 


miles east and west, and twelve miles 
north and south, serving a popula- 
tion of 15,000. 
There are approxi- 


mately 4,800 familes in this describ- 
ed area. The greatest growth in pop- 
ulation, and therefore in telephone 
usage, is scheduled to take place in 
the west end of the company's area, 
in the territory of the San Gabriel 
river cone from Azusa to the south- 
ern limits of Baldwin Park. Because 
this is the last remaining unimprov- 
ed acreage in the district, the rapid 
settling and improving is inevitable, 


All the. incorporated cities and 


communities within the system are 
experiencing a steady growth in pop- 
ulation and in business importance, a 
most remarkable change when com- 
pared with the days when tho first 
pioneer telephone board launched its 
new venture. The telephone system 
has always kept just a little ahead of 
the needs of each community, and is 
now equipped mechanically and finan- 
cially to meet every expansion nec- 
essary to these important units of 
Southern California civilization. 


All buildings in the system are 


erected of reinforced concrete, the 
central exchange in 
Covina being 


built in 1923 at a cost of $20,000. 
It is one of the best central units to 
be found anywhere in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and has been regarded as a 
model by other telephone companies. 
The station at Puente is valued at 
$12,000; the one at Baldwin Park, 
$12,000; the Azusa and Glendora sta- 
tion at $18,000 each.

They Can't Win— 


The gang that held up the California theater in Pomona, 


and another group that robbed an El Monte department 
store, are in jail, and officers say that confessions have 
been received that will eventually send them to the peni- 
tentiary. 


_ Southern California, so desirable to law-abiding citi- 


zens of this country and the world, is also attractive to 
thugs, especially in the winter months. Even burglars and 
hold-up men appreciate the opportunity to ply their trade 
without danger of freezing to death. 


But, contrary to a general pessimism in some quarters, 


the thugs are not getting away with it on the Pacific coast. 
The police of California have one of the greatest and most 
difficult crime problems in the country, because of the fact 
that the state is made a mecca by thugs. But the convic- 
tions roll in steadily. More first class Chicago mob mem- 
bers have been arrested and canvicted in California than in 
Chicago itself. Bank bandits are plying their trade every 
day somewhere in this state. But in spite of general opin- 
ion, they are not successful. 
They generally make a get- 


away at the time of the hold-up, but the records show that 
more are eventually caught and convicted than escape. It 
generally takes months, sometimes years, to get them, but 
they are turned up to the police in surprisingly large score, 
sometimes through direct evidence, more often through the 
fate that follows evil doers.

t ilico officer in the performance of 
iis duty. Mr. Kendall, in failing to 
accede at once to the demands of 
:he 
officers, 
committed an. error. 


The time to contest a police officer 
s not at the time of the arrest, but 
11 the courts. No citizen can be said 
;o be acting wholly as a good citizen 
who attempts to obstruct an officer 
.u the performance, of his duty. 
There is but one thing to do in such 
i case, and that is to submit com- 
i.letely to the demands of the officer, 
regardless of. any personal feeling of 
ike or dislike, as the police officer 
represents the people, and has the 
full authority vested in him by the 
X'ople. until such time as tha't au- 
Lhority may be revoked. 


What may come afterward in a 


•ourt is an entirely different matter. 


We, therefore, earnestly declare 


:hat the undersigned members of 
his council consider it unfortunate 
f any citizen should defy the police 
uithority or fail to conform fully 
to police demands, regardless of 
who that person may be, or what- 
n-er may bo his standing. AVe stand 
squarely behind the police officers in 
:his respect. This, council, and the 
•itizens of this city, know that Mr. 
Kendall has rendered valuable ser- 
vice to this city. This fact, how- 
ever, while we are glad to subscribe 
:o it, does not exonerate Mr. Ken- 
ilall, or any other citizen, from his 
luty in upholding the hand and the 
luthority of the police officials of 
this city. 


The citizens will therefore see that 


this matter in reality has nothing to 
do with the question of whether or 
not Mr. Kendall's lights were burn- 
ing, or whether or not he was guilty 
ot resisting an officer, both of which 
charges have been decided by a jury 
in the courts and both resulting in 
acquittal, in which the doctrine of 
reasonable doubt played its part. 
The question is that of obedience to 
the officers representing the people, 
law and order in the city. 


The undersigned members pledge 


to the citizens that they will watch 
the actions of the police in this city, 
incl will take immediate action in the 
event that any officer exceeds his 
authority in any way. AVe also 
pledge ourselves to employ the very 
best police officers that can be ob- 
tained for the money available, and 
will make such changes in the per- 
sonnel as may be necessary on good 
and proper representation of the 
facts. We further declare that we 
intend to investigate the action of 
police officers, and if it is found 
that animus in any way enters into 
:heir acts, caused by personal dis- 
like or political promptings, the of- 
ficers guilty of such actions will be 
dismissed, and -others of an impar- 
tial mind put in their places. 


This report is offered in a spirit 


>f fairness to all citizens, and in 
he best interests of law, order and 
larmony in the city. A copy of this 
'eport has been delivered simultan- 
•ously to each of the local papers.
